Railroad network to form a 
strong reglMial system able to 
improve service throughout the 
area, an Interstate Commerce 
Commission hearing was told. 


Ben W. Heineman, Chicago 
& 
North 
Western 
Railway 
chairman, made the statement 
in testimony before ICC hear­ 
ings into the alternate propos­ 
als of North Western and Union 
Pacific Railroad to merge with 
the Rock Island. Heineman was 
the first of several witnesses to 
testify on behalf of North 
Western’s proposal as hearings 
resumed this week following a 
month-long recess of the Rock 
Island case. 


Heineman told the hearing 
that a North Western-Rock Is­ 
land merger *‘would assist in 
simplifying the rail patterns 
throughout the area and would 
make a more efficient, a better 
balanced, a more diversified, 
and a much atrongar rail car­ 
rier out of the two conatituent 
parts.’* 


We would work to build 
from the present lines of the 
North Western and the Rock 
Island a aystem which could 
not only withatand economic 
adversities in the future but 
could bring greatly improved 
rail service to the Middle West 
and to the national transporta­ 
tion ayatem as a whole." 


Heineman described the prob­ 
lems facing the Middle Western 
rail carriers as three-fold: over­ 
capacity of rail plant in the 
region; obsolete structure of the 
plant and services; and basic 
economic diaadvantages faced 
by these lines accentuated by 
short 
hauls and 
extremely 
heavr competition from barge 
and truck lines. 


He said that in contrast to 
the Union Pacific’s proposal, 
a combination of the North

from an economic waste to an 
important economic asset—not 
only to the Middle Wefet but to 
the national transportation ays­ 
tem.” 


The carriers most seriously 
affected are those whose opera­ 
tions are centered in this re­ 
gion; namely, North Western, 
Rock Island, Milwaukee and 
Great Western. Heineman said 
that, in his opinion, the ultimate 
solution requires that the Mid­ 
dle Western rail industry be 
restructured by consolidating 
the facilities of at least these 
four carriers. 


*‘The creation of auch a ays­ 
tem will eliminate the delays 
and inefficiencies which are the 
inevitable result of the preaent 
fragmented rail service. It will 
produce savings through coor­ 
dination of facilities and aer- 
vices and these savings can be 
translated into capital improve­ 
ments and rate reductions,’* he 
said. 


Heineman pointed out, how­ 
ever, that in forming a strong 
regional carrier, the liat isn’t 
limited to just thoae four car­ 
riers. He said the North West­ 
ern has offered several small 
Midwestern lines the opportun­ 
ity to join in such a consolida­ 
tion and **without axcaption*' 
they have declined.

Michigan Conservation 
Department has 
plunged into long range planning and come up with a 
bill for the state’s needs in conservation and public 
recreational facilities in the next 10 years that totals 
$376.9 millions. 


Even though weVe gotten used to talk about mil­ 
lions of dollars as though they were lellybeans such a 
huge amount is startling and esi^ially so since $278.5 
million of it would have to be new money not covered 
by the Conservation Department’s present sources of 
income. 


A general Jacking up of huntinjr and fishing license 
fees and park charges is pi*oposed to make un the deficit, 
along with more earmarking of the gas tax on boats to 
the waterways fund.♦ 
♦ 
♦ 


Hie totals which are proposed for the fisheiies, 
foi'est I'ecreation, wildlife, parks and boating programs 
in the state in the next 10 years would create deficits 
in each program which would be greater than the pres­ 
ent spending. Tlie great leap ahead would provide an 
impetus greater than the present activities. 


The ConseiTation Department’s proposal — to be 
heard publicly at a meeting in East Lansing on Dec. d 
— comes at a time when the temper of the nation as 
expressed in the Nov. 8 election is clearly conservative. 
The electorate put government on notice: Slow up on 
tax spending. 


This won’t make ft easier for the Conservation De­ 
partment to prevail with the Legislatui*e on the fin­ 
ancing necessary to implement the program, but the 
program makes such good sense that a substantial part 
of it at least should be bought by the state immediately.

The Conservation Department is doing here exactly 
what good government should do for the people. It is 
telling them what should be done with their resources 
and warning them that unless they do it now they will 
do it a few years hence at an enormously increased cost. 
The price of land is soaring and there must be large 
acquisitions — especially downstate in the nopulous 
areas — if the state is to pmvide adequate facilitien for 
public reci'eation. Delay ^nll only enlarge the problems 
without enlarging the means of solving them. 


Tn the Upner Peninsula the progi*am will mean 
some land acquisition, but mostly ifor strategic access 
and management purposes. The state already owns a 
huge part of the Upper Peninsula and the area’s chief 
need is development of the state and federal lands, not 
enlargement of them. 


Our rivei*s need fish and our lands need moi'e mild- 
life and the wavs to provide them are now known and 
the state should be sharpening up its stewardship and 
providing them. That’s what this “Michigan’s Recrea­ 
tion Future” pi*ogram is about.

This program would increa.«« the trend that is end­ 
ing hunting and fishins: as a “poor man’s sport.” The 
license fees go up and such recreation becomes gen- 
ei*ally more expensive. We follow the pattern of Europe. 
Our people have more to spend on such recreation, bu^ 
it changes character nonetheless and becomes more and 
more a pay-to-play activity. 


The change appears Inevitable and any reasoning 
that the state’s lands should be kept open to its citizens 
without fee is self-defeating because population pres­ 
sures are overrunning the playgrounds and making the 
hunting and fishing harder to maintain. 


One of the hedges against this crush Is to expand 
private recreational enterprise, but we are electing not 
to go that route. We increase the public domain and 
crack more taxes on the remnants of the private domain 
to maintain it. An encouraging exception to the trend 
was the recent compact between the Michigan Conset^ 
vation Department and the Michigan Wisconsin Power 
Co. to Jointly devlop ÎU woodtands in the U«*r Pen- 
msula for public recreational usage while keeping them kic a wood or a forest 
on the tax rolls.
